Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that if the case is not found in 
condition for allowance the finality should be withdrawn and a new complete and corrected office action issued with the due date 
accordingly reset. The examiner notes that as stated in the previous office action, applicant's arguments are persuasive and the rejection, 
under art, had been withdrawn as of 7/22/09. However, the nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is still pending. The 
rejection is applicable to all independent claims because they present the same concept.
